UF MORE THAN 20 
FILLING STATIONS 


Arthur Fleckenstein, 25, 
Arrested on Suspicion, 
Confesses Series of Hold- 
ups Lasting Three Weeks 


STOLE SEVEN AUTOS, 
ABANDONED LATER 


Surplus of Silver Coins That 
He Exchanged for Cur- 


rency at Store Led to De- 
tection. 


| A mild young man who, without 
Using a weapon, held up more than 
20 gasoline filling stations and 
‘stole seven automobiles has been 
arrestde because his pockets jingled 
}and two young city detectives had 
ia “hunch.” 

| The holdup man is Arthur Fleck- 
/emstein, 25 years old, who lives 
with his wife and 5-year-old daugh- 
ter at 3019 Cherokee street. The 
detectives who arrested him late 
last night as he returned home 
after committing three robberies 
were Melbourne McGranahan and 
Eugene O'Rourke. 

The series of holdups began 
three weeks ago. Stolen cars were 
used in the robberies, and usually 
the cars were abandoned later ih 
the vicinity of Cherokee street and 
Compton avenue. 

Assigned to investigate the rob- 
beries, Detectives McGranahan and 
O’Rourke decided the robber lived 
in the Cherokee-Compton neigh- 
borhood. 

Had No Police Record. 

By inquiry among storekeepers 
and neighbors they learned that 
Fleckenstein, a young man of good 
réput “ton and no police record, 


Every_second or third morning he 
would @ppear at a store, buy gro- 
ceries or other supplies and change 
a handful of silver coins into cur- 
rency. 

“T was shooting craps last night,” 
he would explain, 
with me.” 

The detectives learned also that 
Fleckenstein stayed home dqM@uring 
the daytime, but often was out late 
at night. 

The detectives, admitting to 
themselves that Fleckenstein 
might merely be the lucky gambier 
he claimed to be, had a “hunch” 
he was a robber instead. They 
watched his home for three nights, 
but he did not leave it. 

Stole Seven Autos. 

Last night he left, and reports of 
holdups followed. The detectives 
went into hiding in a gangway 
there. 

Whistling, and with his pockets 
jingling, Fleckenstein returned 
home at 11:15 o’clock. The detec- 
tives covered him with their re- 
volvers. 

“Don’t shoot—I’m your 
Fleckenstein said. 


man,” 


Police Station, Fieckenstein con- 
|fessed stealing seven automobiles 
|from their parking places and hold- 
ing up “between 20 and 30 filling 
stations’”—he wasn’t certain of the 
'number. He said he abandoned 
the stolen automobiles and spent 
the money obtained in the station 
holdups, about $400, on his family. 

His method in each holdup, he 
said, was to drive up to a station, 
order gasoline amd then, when the 
station attendant came near, to de- 
mand his money. He held his 
right hand in his overcoat pocket 
and pushed his index finger asainst 
the cloth, making it appear he had 
a revolver. 

Never Fired Revolver. 

“T don't own or carry a revolver, 
and I’ve never fired a shot in my 
life,” said Fleckenstein. 

“I took up crime because I 
couldn’t get honest employment. 
After I lost work as a battery re- 
pair man, the only jobs I was of- 
fered paid $10 or $12 a week, and 
I couldn’t support my family on 
that, 

“My wife didn’t know I was a 
robber. I told her I won the silver 
in dice games.” 

Last night Fleckenstein stole the 
automobile of F. W. Stimmer, 4035 
Claytom avenue, from Park and 
Cardins) avenues, and then drove 
around town. He held up two 
stations at Grand boulevard and 
Forest Park avenue and Kings- 
highway and Nottingham avenue, 
passed up a station at Grand and 
Lawton boulevards because too 
many persons were around, and 
was planning a holdup at Arsenal 
street and Kingshighway when a 
tire was punctured. He then 
boarded a street car and went 
home. 

When arrested, his pockets held

MAKE SEARGH FOR

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Symphony Again to Use 
Guest Conductors in ’28-29 


Four to Be Engaged—Next Season to Be Ex- 
tended to 18 Weeks—This Year Most 
Brilliant in Organization’s History. 


Plans for the Symphony Orches- 
tra’s 1928-29 season, announced 
this afternoon after a meeting of 
the Executive Committee at Hote: 
Mayfair, call for another year of 
guest conductors, this time with 
four instead of six. Two already 
have been engaged and negotia- 
tions are pending with two others. 

The season will be extended from 
16 to 18 weeks, with no increase 
in the price of season tickets, and 
the entire orchestra will be en- 
gaged for 23 weeks. 

Emil Oberhoffer, former con 
ductor of the Minneapolis Sym- 
phony Orchestra, who directed for 
the first four weeks of this sea- 
son, will return at the beginning 
of next season and remain until 
Christmas, conducting the first six 
pairs of symphony concerts. 

Bernardino Molinari, who con- 
ducts the Augusteo concerts in 
Rome, and who was here for five 
weeks beginning Jan. 2, will follow 
Oberhoffer for four weeks. 

Two Other Conductors. 

Thereafter there will be two 
other conductors. “Both of them 
are distinguished artists, “the Ex- 
ecutive Committee announced, “but 
negotiations have not reached the 
stage where definite announcement 
can be made regarding them.” 

After his engagement here next 
season Oberhoffer will go to De- 
troit for a week as guest conduc- 
tor, and Molinari, when finished 
here, will go to Philadelphia and 
Detroit as guest conductors. 

“By common consent,” the Ex- 
ecutive Committee stated, “the sea- 
son Of symphony concerts now 
drawing to a close has been from 
every point of view the most bril- 
liant St. Louis has ever had in its 
long history of symphonic music. 
The artistic achievements of the 
orchestra have reached a higher 
plane than ever before and the 
patronage given to the concerts, 
both with respect to the sale of 
season tickets and with respect to

This en- 
tails considerable extra expense and 
this extra expense will be met by 


increasing the number of sym- 
phony concerts from 16 pairs to 
18 pairs and the number of pop- 
ular concerts from 16 to 18. 

“But the Executive Committee 
has decided that there will be no 
increase in the prices of season 
tickets over this year—in other 
words, 18 pairs of symphony con- 
certs will be sold at the same price 
as 16. This means that there must 
be a considerable increase in the 
season sale and with the success 
of this year to start with and with 
the prospects of a more brilllant 
season next year, the Executive 
Cammittee believes that there will 
be no difficulty in so increasing 
the sale of season tickets that the 
additional expenses will be fully 
covered. If a minimum of 300 ad- 
ditional seats for the Friday after- 
noon and 300 additional seats for 
the Saturday evening concerts are 
sold, the increased expenses of the 
season will be coverd.

Argentine Minister to Switzerland 
Tells League Commission Poli- 
cy Is Honor to U. S.

GENEVA, Feb. 28.—The Monroe 
Doctrine and its relationship to 
other international engagements or 
regional agreements today cropped 
up at the meeting of the Security 
Commission of the League of Na- 
tions.

Eighteenth Amendment, or men 
who personally favor that law? We 
assume that any person appointed 
would be qualified legally and 
morally whatever his views on pro- 
hibition. ‘ 

“We are not unmindful of Sen- 
ator Reed’s position when we re- 
call that he was the author of the 
Reed act that prohibited the ship- 
ment in interstate commerce of 
prohibited liquors into dry terri- 
tory, prior to the eighteenth 
amendment. We are not asking 
Senator Reed his private persona] 
views on prohibition, for with that 
we have nothing to do.

OUTSIDE LOOPS 
INCREASE STRAIN 
ON PLANE 5-FOLD 


Accelerometer Shows 200- 
Pound Pilot’s Weight Equals 
Half Ton During Test. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — A 


small motor-driven apparatus, op- 
erating very much as do the instru- 
ments with which doctors measure 
heart beats, has done much to take 
the uncertainty out of estimates of 
the amount of strain an airplane 


can stand when flying in unusual 
positions. 

An accelerometer, securely an- 
chored under the wings of a Curtis 
Hawk navy plane which Lieut. Al- 
ford Williams yesterday put 
through six outside loops, and two 
inverted ‘outside barrel rolls, gave 
its verditt today. The reading was 
“five-G’’ which naval officers in- 
tepreted to read somewhat in this 
manner: 

The 200-pound weight of Lieut. 
Williams was converted into 1000 
pounds as the plane soared through 
its unconventional circles. That 
indicated, it was said, that the 
present safety belts used in the 
planes are capable of supporting 
1000 pounds. Along with the in- 
creased weight of Lieut. Williams 
was a relative increase in the 
weight of different parts of the 
plane. The 50 gallons of gasoline 
was increased into a 1500-pound 
load and the weight of the wings 
was multiplied five times. The en- 
tire weight of the craft was 2600 
pounds, was converted into 13,000 
pounds as the plane swept through 
its circles at 200 miles an hour. 

Further information will be 
available after a check with other 
instruments measuring speed and 
height. The data finally obtained 
will be made available to the air- 
craft industry.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—As a 
result of the decision of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, Sat- 
urday, in the lakes cargo coal rate 
case, Senator Glaas (Dem.) of Vir- 
ginia today moved to repeal the 
Hoch-Smith resolution for a read- 
justment of the freight rate struc- 
ture. The Commission’s decision 
was that Southern railroads would 
not be permitted to reduce rates 
on coal moving to the Great Lakes 
by 20 per cent to meet competl- 
tion in Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

During hearings on the renomi- 
nation of John J. Esch of Wiscon- 
sin, as a member of the Commis- 
sion, it was charged that the Hoch- 
Smith resolution formed the basis 
of the change of vote by members 
of the Commission, whereby the 
rate differential between the 
Southern and Northern coal fields 
was increased in favor of the lat- 
ter.

liminary injunction recently grant- 
ed by the Indiana County Court to 
the Clearfield Bituminous Coal 
Corporation, union miners and 
sympathizers told the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce subcommittee, 
investigating conditions in the coal 
fields of Western Pennsylvania. 

The committee, headed by Sen- 
ator Gooding of Idaho, spent the 
entire day yesterday in this dis- 
trict inquiring into phases of the 
injunction which also prohibited 
union miners from marching, ad- 
vertising in newspapers and pick- 
eting. 

The Rev. J. A. Phillips, pastor of 
the Magyar Church here, told the 
Senators that the injunction was 
issued when the miners gathered 
at the church on several occasions 
and sang “Onward Christian Sol- 
diers” and other hymns. Several 
union miners also gave similar tes- 
timony. The church is near the 
}mine of the corporation, a subsi- 
diary of the New York Central 
Railroad. 

Tear Bomb Found in Church. 

While the Rev. Mr. Phillips was 
testifying, Senator Wheeler of Mon- 
tana remarked that “Onward 
Christian Soldiers” was also classed 
as hostile and inflammatory by 
“Mexico and Russia.” 

Before hearing the testimony of 
the Rev. Mr. Phillips, who brand- 
ed the Sheriff of Indiana County, 
F. B. Welsh, superintendent of the 
Rossiter mine, and “other officials” 
as “Pennsylvania pussyfoots,” the 
Senators joined in singing several 
hymns at the church. 

Phillips also said that one time 
a tear bomb was found in the 
church basement, intimating that 
company mine guards were re- 
sponsible for placing the bomb. 

A. J. Musser, general manager 
of the Rossiter mine, when ques- 
tioned by the Senators, said that 
his concern preferred to have 
union men in its mines, but be- 
cafuse of strong competition from 
operators in both the Southern and 
Pittsburg fields, they were forced 
to use non-union labor. 


“Breeder of Anarchy.” 
After taking of testimony was 
completed the Senators character- 
ized the injunction as a violation 
of constitutional rights and 7 
breeder of anarchy. Senator Wag- 


ner, New York, said the court or- 
der was an “absolute violation of 
free speech” while Wheeler said, 
“vou are going to enjoin constitu- 
tional liberty snd we no longer 
will have governmept.” 

“The court didn’t have the right 
to issue any injunction,” Senator 
Wheeler said. “I don’t think the 
injunction can be justified in any 
court in America. I think this is 
an outrage.”’.” 

Senator Wagner of New York 
asked James Mack, attorney for 
the company, when the injunction 
was signed by Judge Langham and 
he said he didn’t know. 

“Well, the judge signed on the 
dotted line,” Wheeler interposed. 

Wheeler reminded Mack there 
was a clause in the injunction pro- 
hibiting the United Mine Workers. 
of America from advertising in Uae 
newspapers about conditions at the 
mine. 


- Defend Right to Advertise. 

“Tt contend the United Mine 
Workers or any other labor organ- 
ization does not have the right to 
advertise in the newspapers and 
tell the men not to go to work who 
want to go to work,” Mack de- 
clared. 

“T am amazed that a man who 
practiced law 20 years in this coun- 
try or any other would have the 
temerity to stand in front of a 
committee of the United States 
Senate and make such a state- 
ment,” Wheeler shouted at Mack. 
“It breeds anarchy.”

Unfair to Correct Old Bungles 
At Less Cost in Fixirg Reproduction 
Costs, Railroads Soberly Assert 


Their Valuation Experts Stand Among Sun- 
flowers and Call Them Forests Primeval, 


For Rate-Making Purposes.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The 
O’Fallon valution case, now on 
its way from St. Louis to the Su- 
preme Court, ought to provide the 
American people with any a 
hearty laugh—though there is dan- 
ger that the atertainment will 
come rather high. The methods 
which the Supreme Court lays 
down for valuing that nine-mile 
road must be followed in determin- 
ing the value of all the rallroads 
of the United States, and thus will 
fix the freight and passenger rates 
which the public pay. a 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission valued the O'Fallon at 
substantially what it cost: in other 
words, it said that the railways of 
the United States are entitled to 
a fair return on their actual in- 
vestment. The special Federal 
court which heard the case upheld 
the commission. But the railways 
claim that the value of a road for 
rate-making purposes is never less 
than the cost. of reproducing it; 
and a railroad brief for reproduc- 
tion cost is one of the funniest 
things outside of a Zoo. 

Not Allowed to Correct Bungles. 

Before he was appointed to the 
Supreme Bench, Pierce Butler was 
a sort of supreme railway lawyer. 
He wrote a brief for the conference 
of railroad presidents which is 
still almost a Bible to railroad at- 
torneys. In that brief, Butler says 
that reproduction cost “represents 
the cost of an identical reproduc- 
tion of the existing plant.” 

It might be possible to construct 
a road which would give better 
service at less cost, but this is not 
allowed. Every bungle in the old 
must be duplicated in the new. If 
the railroad to be valued follows a 
trail like that of the calf path in 
Foss’ poem, the reproduction must 
do the same. 

To show what this means, take 
page 181 of Butler's brief. The 
valution of municipal utilities had 
gone quite a distance before that or 
the railroads was well started, and 
since both are public service cor- 
porations, the same principles may 
be applied to both. 

Butler’s Process of Reasoning. 

On the page cited, Butler quotes 
approvingly from the decison of 
Justice Hough in the Knoxville 
water case (157 Fed., 849—854): 

“It appears by undisputed evi- 
dence that some of these items of 
property cost more than new arti- 
cles of the same kind would have 
cost at the time vf inquiry, that 
some (are) of designs not now 
favored by the scientific or manu- 
facturing world, so that no one 
now entering upon a similar busi- 
ness would consider it wise to erect 
such machines or obtain such ap- 
paratus. In every instance, how- 
ever, the value assigned in the re- 
port is what it would cost pres- 
ently to reproduce each item of 
property in its present condition, 
and capable of giving service neith- 
er better nor worse than it now 
does. 

“Upon authority, I consider this 
mode of valution correct.” 

In other words, the more out of 
date and inefficient the equipment 
of a railroad, the more railroad is 
“worth”— for rate making pur- 
poses. Perhaps this explains the 
cars still used in some suburban 
services. 

Claim A jon With Age. 

But this does not exhaust the 
railroad interest in antiques. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
has the strange idea that rallroad 
property sometimes depreciates 
with age, and makes a deduction 
therefor. The railroads answer 
that railway property grows bet- 
ter with age, and claim apprecia- 
tion therefor. On page 146 of the 
brief already quoted Butler says: 

“Appreciation is in every case an 
increase of value, which may or 
may not be represented by an ex- 
penditure, but, whether repre- 
sented by an expenditure or not, 
it must be allowed for in connec- 
tion with and added to the cost of 
reproduction.” 

But the humors of valuation are 
not confined to general principles. 
They are yet more evident in deal- 
. ing with detailed facts. Nothing is 
| too small for the railroad lawyer 
arguing for reproduction costs as 


the basis of rate making, and find. | 


ing fault with the Interstate Com- 


‘merce Commissior® for failing to 


agree with him. Take, for exam- 
ple. the protest brief of the Michi- 
gan Central, which means the brief 
which the Michigan Central filed 
in protest against the tentative 
valuation given its properties by 
the Commission. 

Cite Values of Trifling Items. 
On page 41 of that protest, we 
find that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission failed to credit the 
Michigan Central with one-half 
(%) the ‘abor cost of placing a 
crossing frog’s joint at a junction 
with the L[liinois Central. On the 
same page, it appears that the car- 
rier (Michigan Central) paid 
33.39 per cent of the cost of plac- 
ing a single slip joint at another 
junction, and the commission de- 
clined to allow that. On page 35 
and later, we learn that the com- 
mission cut out and failed to cred- 
it the carrier with ownership of 
four cedar cross ties at one place, 
four cedar cross ties at another 
seven chestnut cross ties at a third, 
and so on. Also, the commission 
did leave out of the inventory a 
half interest in one coal box, three 
feet four inches by five feet. 

These are actual instances, tak-. 
en almost at random from 112 
pages of similar stuff. There are 
literally whole pages devoted to 
the “value” of superannuated box 
cars. 

Land Difficult to Estimate. 

Track and rolling stock and the 
like are not all of a railroad, how- 
ever. There is also the sizable item 
of land. Land cannot be “repro- 
duced” in the strict sense of the 
term; but it can be reacquired. On 
page 325 of the Ufief already 
quoted, Butler says: 

“The cost to the carrier of ac- 
quiring its rights of way and ter- 
minal lands at the present time, if 
it did not own them, is, when rea- 
sonably determined, a fair measure 
of their present value, not including 
elements of value which are due to 
railway use.” 

The first step in guessing out 
this reproduction cost of land is a 
strenuous effort of the imagina- 
tion. The railroad is conjured out 
of existence. Grade.and structures 
are assumed to vanish. 

Half the railroads of America 
were built into new or thinly set- 
tled country and almost all of them 
got their right-of-way largely as a 
gift. Those facts are forgotten 
when reproduction cost of lang is 
computed. In the country, land on 
either side of the right-of-way is 
supposed to be occupied by farms 
in the best present state of tillage. 
That gives the basic figure, the cost 
of siriilar and adjacent land; but 
this is only a start at getting the 
value of the railroad acreage. 

Primeval Forests of Sunflowers. 

If the region ever were forested, 
the right-of-way is supposed to be 
covered with forest now. Trees 
on a railroad right-of-way, like 
Republican voters in Philadelphia, 
are immortaL There is no more 
touching sight in nature than a 
group of railroad valuators stand- 
ing in sunflowers by the track, 
chanting “this is the forest prime- 
val” while they figure the cost of 
cutting imaginary trees and grub- 
bing hypothetical stumps, and 
solemnly demand that freight rates 
shall be high enough to pay a 
“fair return” on such items of cost, 

In towns and cities, the repro- 
duction cost advocates have a still 
better trick. The land actually oc- 
cupied by the railroad is supposed 
to be occupied by buildings, and 
the road must be credited with the 
cost of buying and tearing down 
these non-existent structures to 
clear the way for building the 
tracks which are already there. As 
Joseph B. Eastman of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission says: 

“Under the carriers’ theory, a 
community gains nothing from the 
fact that a railroad was built in 
due season under economical con- 
ditions, but must pay the same rate 
as if it were a newly constructed

° THE CHALLENGE OF COAL. 

A committee of four United States Senators—Goed- 
ing of Idaho and Pine of Oklahoma, Republicans; 
Wagner of New York and Wheeler of Montana, Demo- 
crats—has investigated conditians in the coal mines 
of Central Pennsylvania where a strike has been in 
effect since last April. 

The committee’s statement describes the conditions 
as “a blotch on American civilization.” In that it 
reiterates what has already been said. It is not to 
be dismissed, however, as a mere repetition. This 
repert has the force of an official finding. As such 
it commands a degree of public attention which ne 
voluntary survey could evoke. 

There will be no disposition to question the se 
curacy of this senatorial judgment. The facts are 
only too bitterly established. Indeed, if the Senators 
were to extend their investigation to Illinois they 
would there find conditions distressing, though not 
so appalling, perhaps, as in Pennsylvania. 

The bituminous coal mining industry is fn @ dread- 

ful way. It has been foralongtime. There have been 
official investigations before. Out of one such in- 
quiry, at the conclusion of g strike, came the agree 
ment known as the Jacksonville wage scale, which 
was adopted on the recommendation and with the 
blessing of Mr. Hoover. ‘That solution has solved 
nothing. It has brought neither peace nor prosperi 
to the soft coal miming industry. : 
_ The basic troubles of the industry are known and 
acknowledged beth by the operators and the leaders 
of the United Mine Workers.

The problem is complicated by the 
activity of non-union mines, with lower wages, with 
which the unionized mines cannot compete. But if 
all the non-union mines were-unionized and the 
Jacksonville wage scale prevailed everywhere there 
would still be unemployment, with the poverty and 
tragic social consequences inseparable from that con- 
dition.

GIVE THE PRESIDENT FULL POWER. 
From the New York World. 
OME improvement has alreagy been 


wrought in the naval construction pro- 
gram. Expenditure immediately contem- 
plated has been cut more than half. The 
battle now is over the presidential power 
of suspension. Shall] the President have 
power to halt the building program only 
in case a new naval agreement is actually 
signed and safely steered through that 
graveyard of treaties, the Senate? Shall he 
have power to suspend building in case an 
international conference is called before 
1931? Or shall his power to suspend— 
which it is generally admitted he will have 
in some form—be stated in the broadest 
general terms, to be used for any reason 
that seems good to him at the time when 
he must make the decision? 

A construction program that can be 
called off or delayed at will of the Presi- 
dent should be of value in bargaining with 
other naval powers. The lack of that 
power in his hands may embarrass him ser- 
lously in arranging for the International 
Conference of 1931, which under the terms 
of the Washington agreement must be 
called in any event. The people should 
demand that full power be placed in the 
hands of the President to suspend naval 
construction at any time and for any rea- 
son that may seem to him sufficient. 


CURBING NAVAL EXTRAVAGANCE.

HE House Naval Affairs Committee has 

taken the stand that the United States 
will not launch a race in competitive arma- 
ment and will not put a stumbling biock 
in the way of future reductions of the 
fleets of the world. America, according to 
this body, will not put a chip on its shoul- 
der, and it will be In a strategic position to 
champion disarmament at the next Wash- 
ington Conference, which is due to as- 
semble in 1931.

A WISER NAVAL PROGRAM.

HE quick comment and relief in En- 

gland over the cut in the American naval 
pregram decided upon by the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs ts an illustration 
of why nations cannot break loose and 
build navies just as they want to. They 
must take into account the reaction that 
is produced in other countries. 

Whether justifiably or not, the popular 
mind in England was alarmed when the 
President’s naval program was announced.

The biti to be repo 
to the House will authorize the executive 
to reduce our building ptans on the basis 
of an international! agreement. 

When the so-called awgressive program 
was submitted by Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur his draft set forth tn Section Three: 
“In the event of an international! conference 
for the limitation of navararmaments the 
President is hereby empowered, in his dis- 
cretion, to suspend in whole or in part any 
construction authorized by this act.” 

After the committee struck this provision 
from this bill President Coolidge indicated 
with his usual mildness that he was dis- 
pleased. “The plan I indorse,” he said on 
Jan. 30, “contemplates no Iimitation of 
time. It contemplates construction as con- 
ditions dictate and Treasury balances 
justify.” 

Not until the country was heard from did 
the Naval Committee pay attention to the 
President's protest.

Story 


IN THE SERVICE OF THE KING. 
By Aimee Semple McPherson. 
(Boni & Liveright). 


LITTLE over a year ago Aimee 
Asenrie McPherson's name was 

a household word. And this 
Was not because of any good she 
may have done—though her nu- 
merous followers believe’ she has 
done an enormous amount of good 
-——-but because she had been § ac- 
cused of a rather dirty piece of 
business involving sex irregularity. 
Great stuf to lap up with § the 
morning cup of coffee, and to roll! 
about on the tongue wherever two 
or three might gather together! 
Millions did it for weeks and even 
those who refused to read could 
not escape. It was in the air like 
a very bad odor. * 

There was a trial, which made it 
worse; for in general, trials are 
queer things when you stop to think 
about them. A naive and well dis- 
pose. person might conceive a trial 
28 a concerted and honest attempt 
on the part of wise and upright 
men to determine just what the 
truth about the unfortunate matter 
in hand might be, to the end that 
society and the individual might be 
the better protected against human 
follies and frailties. But generally 
a trial seems to be a conscienceless 
contest between partisans actuated 
by the most violent hostility; and 
obviously the whole purpose on 
either side is to “win the case.” 
Given in the case of an unjustly ac- 
cused. person, the prosecution is in 
position to mix up and thtow 
enough muck to blacken any repu- 
tation however fair, and such muck 
has a curious way of sticking. 

The McPherson case, after drag- 
ging its nasty course for weeks, 
suddenly blew up one day; but just 
what that proved, who knows? 
Mrs. McPhersons followers believe 
she was exonerated; but what of 
the thousands upon thousands of 
others who have not forgotten the 
muck? Perhaps not many of the 
latter are likely to read “In the 
Service of the King,” but it might 
be well if they would do so, for 
who would not trade a wretched 
story for a noble one? And this, at 
least, is a rioble story. 

Mrs. McPherson begins the ac- 
count of her life with her escape 
in the summer of 1926 from a 
shack in Old Mexico near the Ari- 
zona border, her flight across the 
desert, and her return to Los An- 
geles. Then turning back to her 
childhood in Ontario, Canada, she 
tells of her early struggles for re- 
ligious understanding, her conver- 
sion, her marriage to a young mis- 
sionary, their experiences together 
in China, the-death of her husband 
and, her terrible loneliness in a for- 
eign land, her return to America, 
hersecond marriage and her subse- 
quent dedication of her life to the 
ministry. Thereupon follows the 
record of her preaching in various 
parts of the United States and the 
story of-how the great Angelus 
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Temple in Los Angeles came into 
being. The volume ends with .Mrs.

In the course of her narrative, 
Mrs. McPherson tells of various 
marvelous faith cures that have 
been worked through her at vari- 
ous times, and she claims to have 
convincing proof of such cures, in- 
cluding the testimony of reputable 
Physicians and even X-ray photo- 
gSraphs taken before and after the 
event. One of these alleged cures. 
In particular, reads very much 
like a New Testament miracle, Such 
statements, if true, are clearly of 
incalculable importance. Since 
many accept them without ques- 
tion, would it not be more intelli- 
Sent to spend a lot of money in ex 
amining such claims with care 
than to spend the same amount of 
money and a vast amount of good 
white paper and ink in discussing 
the foolish question as to whether 
or not Aimee Semple McPherson 
was really kidnaped?

Brigadier-General John B. Kerr, 
retired, who was stationed at'Jef- 
ferson Barracks at one period of 
his distinguished career, died yes- 
terday at Washington, D. C. Bur- 


ial is to be in Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

Gen. Kerr was 80 years old and 
had been in ill health for five 
years. His wife, Mrs. Eva Pad- 
dock Kerr, died a year ago. They 
were married here in 1894 when he 
was stationed at Jefferson  Bar- 
racks. She was the daughter of 
Gaius Paddock of St. Louis. 

Gen. Kerr had won nany marks- 
manship medals and in 1890 won 
the army geld medal for marks- 
manship. He was graduated at 
West Point in 1870 and commis- 
sioned‘in the Sixth ‘ walry. For 
some years afterward the regiment 
Was engaged in suppressing Indian 
uprising, and on June 25, 1888, 
when he had become a Captain, he 
was cited in general orders for 
meritorious conduct in beating off 
Navajo Indians who attempted to 
rescue prisoners from him .etween 
Forts Wingate and Gallup, N. M. 

The Congressional Meda] of 
Honor was awarded to him three 
years later “for distinguished brav- 
ery in command of his troops in 
action against hostile Sioux Indians 
on the north bank of the White 
River, near the mouth of Little 
Grass Creek, S, D.” In the charge 
of San Juan Hill in the Spanish- 
American War he dismounted his 
cavalry, armed them with rifles 
and led them up the hill on foot. 
He was wounded and returned to 
St. Louis to recover at Gaius Pad- 
dock’s home. 

He was sent to .’aris as military 
attache, and later to Berlin. In 
1903 he became Chief of Staff of 
the Philippine division an. the 
following year of the Atlantic di- 
yision. He retired in 1909 and 
since then he and Mrs. Kerr had 
resided in Washington. |

Dr. Anna Louise Strong, lecturer, 
journalist and social worker, spoke 
yesterday at the City Club of her 


experiences in China during the 
Nationalig§ revolution. She re- 
turned a month ago*after spending 
a year there. 

In leaving she accompanied a 
party of Russian advisers to the 
Nationalist faction, going with 
them by rail and automobile from 
Hankow to Moscow. From Chung 
Jo through the Govi desert for 
2000 miles across the “backyard 
of China” to the Transsiberian 
railway, the trip was made by 
automobile: Starting with 11 auto- 
mobiles the party ended in Siberia

Reed is charged with placing dy- 
namite in the stove which explod- 
ed when the girl tried to start a 
fire. 

Miss Bradford testified that she 
and Reed were to have been mar- 
ried Dec. 4. 

“You loved him, didn’t you?” in- 
quired defense counsel. “I did,” 
she replied. 

Miss Bradford told of different 
times Reed had brought medicine 
to her. One bottle, she said, was 
labeled poison, and Reed warned 
her not to tell anyone where she 


got it. 


The State succeeded in connect- 
ing Reed for the first time with 
the use of dynamite. Mrs. Howard 
Clegg, Iola’s sister, testified that 
Reed told her about dynamiting 
the hard pan under his land the 
previous spring so it would drain 
better. This conversation took 
place the night before the explo- 
sion at the schoolhouse, 

Examination of Mrs. Clegg was 
brief, but aside from the dyna- 
mite, the most significant part of 
her testimony was regarded as be- 
ing a description of Reed after the 
explosion. She said she and Reed 
were in the same room at the coun- 
ty jail for an hour the evening of 
Dec. 1, and he did not say a word 
to her. He said, “How do you do?” 
to Mrs. Clegg’s husband, but asked 
nothing as to Iola, according to her 
testimony. 

Through his stenographer, Miss 
Lucy Loomis, State’s Attorney 
Hanson attempted to introduce one 
of the confessions made by Reed. 
The jury was dismissed during ar- 
guments. 

In the confession, Reed admit- 
ted responsibility for Miss Reed’s 
condition. He said he had taken 
her to several doctors, including a 
specialist at Peoria, whose name 
he refused to give.

AND EGG YOLK 
BENEFIT BABY 


ILMENTS of babies such as 
scurvy, and rickets may be 
prevented by the addition of 
orange juice and egg yolk to cow 
milk. a research conducted at the 
University of Illinois College of 
Medicine at Chicago has revealed. 

The discovery, made by Doctors 
Julius H. Hess and L M. Cham- 
berlain of the college, was based 
on experiments conducted with a 
group of infants at the [linois 
Educational and Research Hos- 
pital and the City of Chicago In- 
fant Welfare stations. 

A chemical change which re- 
sults when orange juice is added 
to cows milk, it is explained, 
caused fine curds to form which 
are in turn more easily digested 


by the infant than plain cows’/ 


milk. Addition of orange juice has 
the advantage of introducing the 
vitamines which promote growth 
and prevent the development of 
scurvy. 

An ounce of juice to a pint of 
milk is the proportion that hag 
proved to give the best results, the 
doctors said. 

They further@found that the ad- 
dition of the yolk of a raw egg to 
the milk and orange juice, in- 
creased the iron content of the in- 
fant’s blood and minimized the 
possibility of the development of 
rickets. 

Introduction of the orange juice 
im the infant's. feeding - can be 
started about the second or third 
week of life, the doctors found. 
The yolk of an egg could be added 
a week later.
